Plan in Brief

Here in brief is the British-Rus- 
sian-American-Chinese proposal 
for a permanent “United Nations” 
to enforce the peace: 

1. An 11-member-security coun- 
cil” with permanent seats for the 
big four and “in due course” for 
France. The council would decide 
when peace is menaced and what 
force to use against aggressors. 
Its voting procedure is undecided. 

2. A “general assembly” of all 
peace-loving nations with one 
vote each, primarily to advise the 
council, 

3. An “economic and _ social 
council” with 18-non-permanent 
members to make and carry out 
recommendations for human wel- 
fare. 

4, In international court. 

5 A permanent secretariat-gen- 
eral. 

6. A “military staff committee” 
composed of the chiefs of staft 
of permanent members of the 
“security council” to make stra- 
tegic decisions on force used to 
keep peace. 

7. Air force contingents “im- 
mediately available” for use in 
peaceful means of blocking ag- 
gression fail, and other quotas of 
force on “call.”

Russian Forces: 
Close on Baltic 
Port of Memel

MOSCOW, Oct. 10, — (BUP)-— 

Soviet armored forces closed in 
on the big Baltic port of Memel 
today and probably already were 
storming its outskirts, virtually 
completing the entrapment of 

100,000 or more Germans. 

(A BBC broadcast said Russian 
troops had reached the Baltic coast 
20 miles south of Memel.) 

The Russian thrust toward the 
Baltic from newly-captured Vezai- 
ciai, 12 miles east of Memel, pinned 
10 to 15 battered enemy divisions 
against the sea in a vast pocket 
stretching northeast of Riga, doom- 
ing them to death, capture or an 
attempted “Dunkerque” evacuation 
under the guns of Soviet planes and 
warships.

Women Warders of German S.S. 
Prove as Bestial as Their Men

PARIS, Oct. 10.—(CP)— 
German women can be as be- 
stial as their men. Here in 
Paris is a dark young woman 
of Corsica with bruises still on 
her body and her mind who 


is eloquent witness of that. 
Gwaziella Canazzi was beaten 
by Nazi fists until she nearly 
died. In a concentration camp in 
Germany this young mother of 


two small children saw women of | 
the S.S. beat her comrades, other 


French women prisoners, until 
they died, She saw ferocious dogs 
turned on these martyrs to tear 
them to piece’.

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Canada’s Cash Registers 


The address to the Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce by Premier Stuart Garson of 
Manitoba is worth the careful study of 
every Canadian, Seldom has the story of 
this country’s breakdown in economic 
structure been as clearly told. 

For racial and other reasons, as Prem- 
ier Garson pointed out, Canada was divid- 
ed, 77 years ago, into provinces with their 
own governments whose powers were 
sharply distinguished from those of the 
federal government. The latter was given 
the right to levy both direct and indirect 
taxation. The former were restricted to 
direct taxation alone. 

There is no escape for the individual 
from direct taxation. Indirect taxes can 
be passed along to consumers. 

This system may have been workable 
at a time when provincial expenses were 
light. But many items of provincial res- 
ponsibility have increased in cost. Educa- 
tion has become more expensive. More- 
over all the social services borne by pro- 
vincial governments have appeared since 
1867. 

The result of this increased cost of gov- 
ernment has proved to be particularly dis- 
astrous to the small salary earner. He 
must carry his share of the weight of 
higher direct taxation and at the same time 
bear much of the burden of indirect taxa- 
tion which is sloughed off on his shoulders, 
Imposts like the sales tax, for instance, 
boil out of the pot as increased cost of 
living. 

Since Canada is an exporting country, 
her people sell in world markets and buy 
in Canadian markets, That is to say, their 
purchasing power goes into the centres 
where a heavy proportion of Canadian 
manufacturing, Canadian banking and 
Canadian insurance is concentrated. Mont- 
real and Toronto, as The Edmonton Bul- 
letin has pointed out before, are the cash 
registers of Canada. They are the sanctu- 
aries of wealth where the rich levy com- 
mercial tribute upon the other seven pro- 
vinces and where they are able to divert 
from their own pockets, to a large extent, 
the inroads made by indirect taxation. 

The situation, then, is briefly this; the 
poor everywhere are overtaxed while the 
rich can only protect their wealth while 
they gather around the national cash 
registers in Toronto and Montreal. 

It is this fact that renders so absurd 
the charge of Premier Drew of Ontario 
that his province contributes inequitably 
to such measures as family allowances. 
Whatever Ontario contributes to family 
allowances that contribution is still made 


with the money of the people of the seven - 


provinces which pay tribute to the finan- 
cial and commercial centres of Canada. 

Premier Garson is completely right 
when he says the taxation relation between 
the provincial and federal governments 
must be adjusted and the entire economic 
picture rearranged. 

Canada has outgrown her constitution. 
It has become, in many respects, a docu- 


ment condemning more than half the 
twelve million Canadians to perpetual 
debt.

More “Building Their Own” 

During the first nine months of this 
year 876 home-building permits were 
taken out at the city hall. This compares 
with 860 issued during the corresponding 
months of last year. But last year’s fig- 
ures included 250 permits taken out by 
Wartime Housing. The showing thus is 
that about 40, per cent more houses and 
apartment buildings have been undertaken 
this year by private parties. More people 
are “building their own.” 

A house’is a house, whoever builds it. 
But it is a healthy sign of community 
conditions and of general faith in the 
position of the city that hundreds of citi- 
zens are thus building homes for them- 
selves, and that the number doing so is 
very much larger than a year ago. The 
homeowner rates as a permanent resident 
and taxpayer. A large increase in home- 
owners is therefore particularly desirable 
at a time when the population of the city 
is growing rapidly. 

During September 107 permits were 
issued, along with 77 permits for altera- 
tions and repairs. This sustained interest 
toward the close of the building season is 
no doubt largely accounted for by the fact 
that the Dominion Housing Act is coming 
into operation and its advantages are be- 
coming understood. 

The provision made by the Act for fi- 
nancing the building of a house at reason-

The New Japan In China 


It is bad news that the Japanese have 
captured Foochow. That was the last im- 
portant Chinese-held port on the east 
coast—the coast toward which Admiral 
Nimitz is aiming his drive through the 
islands of the mid-Pacific. Its capture 
means that when Allied sea forces have 
pushed through the island screen they will 
have to fight for a landing place on the 
mainland anywhere north of Hong Kong. 

This Japanese-held seaboard is the 
eastern arm of a pincers which threatens 
to sHear the coastal provinces off from 
Chungking territory, perhaps in a matter 
of weeks. The western arm is the spear- 
head force that is driving down along the 
north and south railway line 400 miles in- 


Japanese troops already hold an area 
in China which is two if not three times as 
large as Japan itself, and far more re- 
sourceful. If they succeed in encircling 
and occupying the additional territory be- 
tween the prongs of this pincers, their 
holdings will be four times as large as the 
homelands. 

It is not in the South Pacific islands, 
and it may not be in Japan, that the finally 
decisive battles of the Pacific war will have 
to be fought. The Japanese are engaged 
in consolidating their grip on Chinese ter- 
ritory of immense military and economic 
value. How to get them out is a question 
which immediately arises when some one 
predicts that the war in that theatre will 
be wound up quickly once Hitlerism has 
been disposed of.

swing, Sir Thomas Beecham, 

Sir Thomas has discovered a 
sure method of getting his name 
in the papers, of attracting atten- 
tion to his Presence. That is by 
getting off periodic blasts against 
swing music. On his recent tour 
of this continent he showed con- 
siderable adeptness in thinking up 
new insults to spit at popular 
music and hence garnered quite 
some attention in the press, 

In this he is not alone. When 
things are quiet on the Fine Music 
front, symphony conductors and 


loud, sometimes it is low, but it is 
invariably modern swing music. 
Swing music, jazz or ragtime—call 
it what you will—not only has 
more practitioners in every city on 
this continent than classical music, 
but at least ten times as many de- 
voted listeners. It built the radio 
industry, and before that, it built 
the phonograph industry. 

The music that is “impossible to 
listen to” is the music which is so 
popular that, without it, all the 
record companies and radio sta- 
tions would go broke. We'd wager 
that a single recording by Mr. 
Goodman, or Mr. Dorsey, or Mr. 
Sinatra or Mr, Crosby will find 
twice as many buyers as all’ the 
symphonic records Sir Thomas 
ever made. The profits from the 
sale of these records makes it pos- 
sible for the companies making 
them to merchandise their classical

He and his instructor 
did not get on well together, a sit- 
nation which finally resulted in my 
friend being put on the washout 
list. This meant that if he failed in 
his flight test with a superior offi- 


cer, he would be dismissed from 
the school. 

My friend had seen men fail in 
these tests almost before they left 
the ground, because of their fear of 
the test, but this young man, having 
attended the Christian Science Sun- 
day School as a boy, knew how to 
use his knowledge of the truth to 
help himself, He decided he would 
not let fear handle him, and in a 
simple, straightforward way began 
to correct his own view of the sit- 
uation by what is known as a Chris- 
tian Science treatment. He knew 
that God is omnipotent and omni- 
present. If God is omnipotent, he 
thought, there is no other power, 


If God is omnipresent there could | 


be only the presence of good right 
there where he was, 

In a few minutes he found the 
fear had completely left him. He 
was relaxed and calm. Later, while 
at the controls of the plane, the 
superior officer asked him why his 
name was on the washout list, say- 
ing that if all cadets were as con- 
fident and calm as he was, 
problem of training flyers would 
be a much easier one. 

As you would guess, our young 
friend was not washed out, and 
soon after he and the young in- 
structor became very good friends. 
The Christian Science treatment

but it also healed the resentment

Many a young soldicr and many 
a young sailor in our armed forces 
today is thanking God for an un- 
derstanding of Christian Science.

tion of God on page 465 of this text- 
book: “God is incorporeal, divine, 
supreme, infinite Mind, Spirit, Soul, 
Principle, Life, Truth, Love.” She 
says on this same page that these 
terms are synonymous and that 
“they refer to one absolute God. 
They are also intended to express 
the nature, essence, and wholeness 
of Diety.” To think of God as Prin- 
ciple brings wonderful comfort, be- 
cause if God the creator of the uni- 
verse is known as the divine Prin- 
ciple of His universe then we can 
think of God as conscious only of 
that which is in entire accord with 
His divine nature, Whatever is not 
is accord with God, good, is not the 
creation of God, This fact removes 
forever the possibility of evil of 
any name or nature having exis- 
tence in His universe.

Principle, this is the most satisfy- 
ing thought that one can have. 
Since the Principle, the basis, the 
cause, the substance of our very 
being, is altogether good, you as

Our young flyer gained his calm 
assurance through recognizing his 
relation to God—a relation of at- 
one-ment between the Father and 
the son, Principle and its idea, 
Mind and its expression, He saw 
that if the divine Mind could not 
be afraid, neither was he afraid 
Our Leader gives us this basis of 
relationship in our textbook, Sci- 
ence and Health, in these words (p.

I have 
known the recognition of the real 
import of these words to bring 
healing many times. 

Just as the ray of light is not an 
entity apart from the sun, the sun 
up there and the ray of light down 
here, but is a coming forth from the 
sun of the sun’s very nature—its 
warmth, its light, its energy—so is 
‘man the outcome, the coming forth, 
the emanation of God's being. This 
is the Science of reflection, 
man is not an entity apart from 


|God to whom God sends His love 


and life and truth, but it is b man 
and as man that God expresses His 
own being. ’ 
“Few persons comprehend what 
Christian Science means by the 
word reflection,” declares Mrs, Ed- 
dy in her textbook (p. 301). She 
further says, “To himself, mortal 
and material man seems to be sub- 
stance, but his sense of substance 
involves error and therefore is ma- 
terial, temporal. On the other hand, 
the immortal, spiritual man is 
really substantial, and reflects the 
eternal substance, or Spirit, which 
mortals hope for. He reflects the 
divine, which constitutes the only 
real and eternal entity. This reflec- 
tion seems to mortal sense trans- 
cendental, because the spiritual 
man’s” substantiality transcends 
mortal vision and is revealed only 


{through divine Science.” 


Please note two important as- 
pects of this statement, First, the 
divine nature which man reflects, 
constitutes his only real entity. 
Second, this true entity, or spirit- 
ual substantiality, transcends the 
mortal sense of things. Therefore, 
true selfhood, yours and mine, is 
found only in what we reflect of 
the divine, the infinite, and the 
eternal, 


Understanding of God Reveals 
Man's True Selfhood 

Now from this pogition let us 
move radically and sitively for- 
ward and see where we arrive, for 
Christian Science is nothing if it 
is not radical, 

Salvation results from the recog- 
nition and understanding of man’s 
alt-one-ment or oneness with God, 
and that is the only salvation there 
really is, or could be. Man—the 
real man, the perfect man, the 
spiritual, divine idea—-does not 
need to be saved, Salvation, then, 
is a present recognition of God and 
of man’s true selfhood. This’ self- 
hood is the man of God's creating, 
the divine idea, the spiritual image 
and likeness of Mind, Soul, Spirit. 
This is the man that you really are 
now and ‘always have been, In sal-

consciousness illumined by the 
beneficient light of divine Mind

Recognition of True Selfhood 
Brings Healing 

We say God heals the sick. A 
well body appears in place of a 
sick body, as God's bestowal of true 
being, as spiritual reality appears 
in place of material belief. God 
did not create the well material 
body mortals behold any more than 
He created the sick one; but an 
improved belief appears because in 
| the clearer light of spiritual illum- 
ination a truer conception of man 
is revealed, 

Christian Science teaches that the 
human must be overcome by the 
divine in every detail of human ex- 
istence. Unlovely traits of char- 
acter disappear in this overcoming. 
Because of this, unlovely conditions 
of the body are healed; the light 
and beauty of true being once seen 
and understood reveals the unreal- 
ity of mortal mind’s false concept 
of selfhood apart from God. The 
dawn of day comes quickly, and in 
the new day in human experience, 
with the coming of the Christ, one 
who has hugged the tattered robe 
}of material sense about him for 
years, may find it dropping away 
and realize that he is clad anew in 
righteousness. 


The Discoverer and Founder of 
Christian Science 

Given up to die, as the result of a 
severe fall on the ice, with friends 
and relatives gathered in her home 
in sad expectation of her passing 
on, Mrs. Eddy turned to her Bible, 
which she had long loved and 
studied, She turned to the account 
of Jesus’ healing of the palsied man 
in the ninth chapter of Matthew. 
She says of this experience (Mis- 
cellaneous Writings, p. 24): “As I 
read, the healing Truth dawned 
upon my sense; and the result was 
that I rose, dressed myself, and 
ever after was in better health 
than I had ever before enjoyed. 
That short experience included a 
glimpse of the great fact that I 
have since tried to make plain to 
others, namely, Life in and of 
Spirit; this Life being the sole real- 
ity of existence.” 

This healing of Mrs. Eddy occur- 
red in the year 1866, Her book, Sci- 
ence and Health, was not published 
| until 1875. These nine years were 
spent not only in patient search of 
the Bible, which she declares was 
her only texbook, but in demon- 
stration of the truth she had dis- 
covered, She put it under severe 
and exhaustive test before she felt 
ready to write her textbook. The 
message came to her glorious with 
enthusiasm and revelation, and it 
is in the study of this book, the 
prayerful, careful, sincere study of 
it, that mankind will find redemp- 


tion for the whole of human 
thought. 

Christian Scientists ave deeply 
grateful for this noble woman's 


consecrated life and achievement, 
Through her revelation of man’s 
true selfhood she made it possible 
for all to demonstrate the truth of 
being. Your true selfhood and mine 
is the real man, the image and like- 
ness of God, the Christ-idea, the 
spiritual reflection of the one in- 
finite Mind, God, that selfhood 
which Jesus the Master demon- 
strated in his life among men, 

No one would question the fact 
that Mrs, Eddy’s discovery of this 
practical, operative truth came

some malady is not expressing his

}mony. The full acknowledgment of 
spiritual perfection will bring in-

conditions of belief. A practitioner 
received a call from a man whom 
she was treating in Christian Sci- 
ence, He said to her over the tele- 
“If only my heart would 
stop pounding, it would be such a 
relief.” Instantly to the practition- 
er’s thought came a phrase from 
our textbook, “the unlabored mo- 
tion of the divine energy.” The en- 
tire sentence reads (p, 445), “Chris- 
tian Science silences human will, 
quiets fear with Truth and Love, 
and illustrates the unlabored mo- 
tion of the divine energy in heal- 
ing the sick.” A few minutes later 
the man whom she was helping 
called back and said: “Right after 
talking with you I went to my chair 
and sat down. I suddenly realized 
that all that heart pounding had 
ceased and I am comfortable, and 
very grateful.” That occurred sev- 
eral years ago and there has never 
been a recurrence of that heart

Solomon asked, “Give therefore 
thy servant an understanding 
heart.” Our beloyed Leader says in 
her Message*to The Mother Church 
for 1902 (p. 6), “All Christian faith, 
hope, and prayer, all devout desire, 
virtually petition, Make me_ the 
image and likeness of divine Love.” 
!We become aware of this likeness 
in proportion as we allow divine 
Mind to express itself as our in- 
telligence, as we lay aside the be- 
lief in minds many and declare and 
know there is but one Mind. So 
prayer is fundamentally our spirit- 
ual perception of what we are, in 
Truth, man as the expression, the 
image, the likeness of God, Thus is 
true selfhood realized, the recog- 
nition of our intimate and basic re- 
lation to the Father, of our at-one- 
ment with Him, 

The prayer of illumined under- 
standing of Truth may petition as 
did Jesus, “Lead us not into tempt- 
ation, but deliver us from evil.” 
Such prayer approaches the divine 
presence, knowing only good and 
uncovering its supposed opposite, 
evil, sin, From the vantage point 
of God's ever-presence, known and 
realized, it is seen that error is not 
an entity, but the inverted opposite 
of good, for good alone is real, 

The important points to remem- 
ber in considering the relation be- 
tween prayer and the recognition 
of true selfhood are these: First, 
that since there is but one Mind, 
prayer should be thought of as an 
activity of that one Mind, Second, 
that as man is the expression or 
reflection of this Mind, there is no 
separation between man and God, 
In other words, man is the direct 
expression of divine Mind. Paul 
says, “For I am _ persuaded, that 
| neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, 
nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 
Third, to have that Mind which was 
also in Christ Jesus, we must pray 
as he did, “I and my Father are 
one.” Fourth, that through the 
spiritualization of thought and con- 
duct, we may attain this recogni- 
tion of true selfhood here and now. 

Jesus expressed this divine in- 
timacy when he prayed: “Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for them 
also which shall believe on me 
through their word; that they all 
may be one: as thou, Father, art in 
me, and I in thee, that they also 
may be one in us: that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me, 
And the glory which thou gavest 
me | have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one; I 
in them, and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one.” 


The Christ-Truth Silences Claims

Beginners in the study of Chris- 
tian Science (and who of us does 
not feel a mere beginner in the 
study of this inexhaustible sub- 
ject?) discover a beautiful and 
helpful thing in their use of our 
textbook.
